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REMARKS 

1) In line 6 of claim 1, the parenthetical "(5-FIT)" should read ~(5-FU)~. 

Claim 1 as issued corresponds to claim 12 as filed and prosecuted. As allowed, this claim 
had correctly recited, at the identified location, "(5-FU)", the art-accepted abbreviation of 
5-fluorouracil. 

2) In line 1 of claim 31, the phrase "any one of claims 1 or 2" should be replaced by 
—any one of claims 1 - 30 — . 

Claim 31, as issued, corresponds to claim 43 as filed and prosecuted. As amended on 
February 22, 2005, and subsequently allowed, the claim had read:

reduce, at the site of topical uracil administration, the development of stomatitis.

systemically administering on anti cancer agent 5-fluorouracil (5-FU) or 
a precursor of 5-FU to a patient having breast or colorectal cancer : and 
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
